Biographies 


Sgrmed in 2008, TRIO DANZKA has been one 
_( the most prominent chamber groups at the 
University of Toronto in recent years. The trio 
has been featured in numerous master classes 
over the years, including those of Steven 
Isserlis, the Tin Alley and Miami String Quartets 
as well as the Storioni Trio and members of the 
Ebéne Quartet. This summer, Trio Danzka will 
return for a second year to the Banff Chamber 
Music Residency to work with a world-class 
faculty of chamber musicians. The trio would 
like to thank all of the individuals who mentored 
them this year, especially their coaches Lydia 
Wong and Erika Raum, as well as the Felix 
Galimir Chamber Music Fund. 


Jamie Kruspe started violin lessons at age 3 
with his mother, Cathie Goldberg. He is now a 
student of Jacques Israelievitch at the University 
of Toronto, where he is in his third year of the 
Bachelor of Music in Performance program. In 
2008, he appeared in a concert alongside Mr. 
Israelievitch featuring all six of Eugene Ysaye’s 
sonatas for solo violin, performing the fourth 
sonata. In November of that year, he made his 
solo debut with the Koffler Chamber Orchestra. 

a founding member of Trio Danzka, Jamie 
participated in the 2009 Banff Centre Chamber 
Music Residency for three weeks, and will 
return there this summer. Jamie’s summer 
activities also include a seven-week residency 
at the Chautauqua Institution in Chautauqua, 
New York, where he will participate in orchestral 
and chamber music events, as well as solo 
master classes. 


Nearing the end of his University of Toronto 
career, cellist Bryan Holt is putting the 
finishing touches on his Advanced Certificate 
in Performance program, studying with Shauna 
Rolston. He also holds a bachelor’s degree 

in music performance from the University of 
Toronto. Bryan was also the co-recipient of last 


year’s Felix Galimir Chamber Music Award with 
the Persephone Trio. Being a self-proclaimed 
“busy bee,” Bryan’s summer includes Trio 
Danzka’s Chamber Music Residency at the 
Banff Centre, followed by his third stint with the 
National Youth Orchestra of Canada. In the fall 
he will move to Montreal to begin a master’s 
degree in music performance, studying with 
Matt Haimovitz. 


Pianist Jodie Lee, a native of South Korea, 
began playing the piano at the age of six and 
continued her studies with James Tweedie 
when she moved to Canada in 2001. She 

has performed in solo piano master classes 
with such artists as James Parker, James 
Anagnoson, Lydia Wong, Marietta Orlov, David 
Louie, and Paolo Tariciotti. She is a founding 
member of Trio Danzka, one of thirteen groups 
selected to take part in the Chamber Music 
Residency at the Banff Centre last summer. This 
summer alongside with the trio's return to Banff, 
Jodie will also take part in the Collaborative 
Piano Internship program there. Jodie is a 
recipient of the Jackson Trovell Memorial Award 
upon graduating from the Claude Watson Arts 
Program at the Earl Haig Secondary School, and 
is currently pursuing her undergraduate degree 
in music performance at the University of 
Toronto under the tutelage of Marietta Orlov. 


Eslin McKay started the violin at the age of 
three, and is now finishing the first year of an 
undergraduate degree in violin performance 
at the University of Toronto with Annalee 
Patipatanakoon. She has been a member of 
the the National Youth Orchestra of Canada, 
attended the Southern Ontario Chamber Music 
Institute, and performed as a soloist for the 
Brantford Music Club, and with the Kitchener- 
Waterloo Symphony Youth Orchestra. She was 
honoured to be named runner-up for the Felix 
Galimir Award and is excited to perform tonight. 


Emily Kruspe is in her first year at the Faculty 
of Music. She has been a member of the 
National Youth Orchestra of Canada and the 
Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra, and has 
won scholarships from MusicFest Canada and 
the Peel Music Festival. Most recently she was 
awarded the President's Trophy and Strings 
Trophy from the Kiwanis Music Festival. Emily 
studies with Erika Raum. 


Chris Arnold is in his first year of viola 
performance at the University of Toronto, 
studying with Katherine Rapoport. He 
began with the violin at age four but was 
introduced to the viola while studying with 
Wendy Seravalle-Smith, He has participated 


in the York Symphony Orchestra, York 
Chamber Ensemble and the Richmond 

Hill Philharmonic Orchestra. Chris is also 
interested in composition and will minor in 
composition next year. 


Brandon Wilkie began playing cello at age 
14 in his hometown of Pembroke, Ontario. 
His teachers have included Margaret Munro 
Tobolowska of the National Arts Centre 
Orchestra, Paul Marleyn and Matt Haimovitz, 
He has been featured as soloist with several 
community orchestras in concertos by Elgar, 
Dvorak and Haydn. Brandon currently studies 
with Shauna Rolston at U of T where he will 
be entering his fourth year this fall.
